The enclosed statement made by the white people of Copper 
Center will explain itself. Most of theee signers helped to care for 
the sick and bury the dead. The statement I think is conservative 
though we have not heard from the far-off camps . The bread winners 
ae & rule are the ones that perished. Those who tried to get food 
when ground was cold and covered with water. They had bat little foot 
wear pave moceoasins. They took bad colds and finally grippe and pneu- 
monia resulted. If they had been properly nourished and olothed I am 
quite sure no such mortality could have occurred. Very few children 
up to date have died. 

Those who prepared this statement and obtained the signers 
say that the U. 8. Commissioner Holman refused to sign it. He is the 
only man in all Copper Center that refused. The parties did not ask 
the saloon keeper. I am told the Commissioner Mr. Holman is preparing 
a statement to send out to the effect that the Indians did not need 
food. This is in line with his past reports. Surely the word of twen- 
ty nine should be taken, rather than that of Mr. Holman. Again eiti- 
zens here have repeatedly stated that they have seen young native women 
in the saloon at Copper center. The young women have been seen in the 
saloon lying on @ lounge. They have been seen behind this bar. They 
are known to frequent the saloon and remain longa in the night. still

Copper Center, Alaska, May 8, 1906. 


We the undersigned declare from personal observation that the condition 
of the Copper River Indians is most pitiable. Yully twenty-five per 
cent of them have died in the past two weeks, those that are left are 
weak and emaciated unable to work or hunt. They have not been able 

to care for their sick or bury their dead. Without immediate Special 
assistance the mortality among them will be greater. Their condition 
has been brought about by the lack of food and clothing. Since the 
rabbits perished during the extreme cold weather they have been short of 
food, They have no foot wear but moccasons or old east off shoes. 
When the snow began to melt their feet were wet and cold. They have 
made a special effort to hunt and work when work could be obtained. 
They have taken heavy colds and because of lack of nourishment and 
clothing the colds have resulted in Grpppe and pneumonia. It is our 
conviction that unless some new policy is adopted by the Government +0 


aid these Indians they will become extinct in the not distant future.

On January 9th, 1905, I had the honor to suggest that per- 
mission be asked of the Honorable the Secretary of the Treasury 
to allow Mr. W. A. Kelly, Superintendent of Schools in Southern 
Alaska, to occupy two or three rooms in a Government building at 
Sitka, vacated by the Judge and the U. S&S. District Court for the 
First District of Alaska, which Court, by an act of Congress, 
had «© been transferred from Sitka to Juneau. This request was 
granted and Mr. Kelly has since occupied a portion of the build- 
ing. ye now finds that the building, which was erected of Logs 
many years ago by the Russians, is damp and unhealthy. 

Since the appointment of Governor Hogratt it is under- 
stood that the offices of the Governor and of the U, 8S. Land 
Offices, the only remaining government offices at Sitka, are to 
he transferred to Juneau. This will leave the Governor's res- 


idence, a one and a half story log house, vacant, and Mr. Kelly

Treasury, to transfer his offices from the old Court building to 
the vacated Governor's residence, the latter being in better repair 
than the former.

uses, and disposition whatsoever.

Dear Friend:— 

We stopped off in Washington last week and had & very 
pleasant visit with your family. We find that our time is so linit- 
ed that we cannot return via Washington to have a talk with you as 
we had hoped to do. We stopped in Washington mainly for the pur- 
pose of being some help to the Eskimos, if possible. As you Know, 
there is great need of a hospital and home for the helpless in the 
Artic snd we believe Deering to be the most practical location 
for such a home. We have there a fair harbor and good landing, and 
it is also fairly easy of access by the Eskimos from every direction. 

We met President Roosevelt and afterwerds had an inter— 
view with him. He promised to call the attention of the Governor of 
Alaska to the hospital; a so called his attention to the difficulty 
Judge Moore of Nome has in bringing about justice on account of lack 
of honest jurymen snd stated to hin thet we believe Judge Moore to 
be a good and conscientious man. We also stated to him that we are 


thoroughly in favor of the present management of the reindeer. He 


$hanked us warmly for our opinions and we trust that the interview

ay do some good. Perhaps you can best advise us what other steps 
we wight take to secure the hospital for that region. Sarina give 
us the present address of the Governor of Alaska and state what will 
probably be his attivude towards missiors hospitals and lawless men? 
we handed to the President a copy of a statement made by Elsie, 
the Eskimo, against eet Noves, a weelthy mine owner of Candle, 
for giving her wine and seduction at about the age of 13. ‘the orig-— 
inal statement 1s with Judge Regan, Dist. Atty. at Nome, and some 
action has been taken in the matter, but we don't know with what 
result; but we are very doubtful about the Judge being able to se- 
cure 2 jury to convict. The Judge himself told us that that is his 
great trouble. We are very anxious that this case be prosecuted a 
an exampie to many other whites. 

The President, after reading the statement, remarked 
that he would like to go un there and hang Tomuie Noyes, but that 
would be impractical. We do not Know whether he will take any action, 
we have a hope that if the matter can be gotten into the hands of 
Capt. of the Thetis, the right thing may be done.
